Rich Country 
Tapped by New 
Kail Extension 


Thirty miles of the new Southern 
Pacific Une between Kirk and Oak- 
ridge, Or., will de completed by 
November 15, actual construction 
work on the 120-mile extension 


having begun September 1, accord- 
ing to Edwin H. Sharpe, editor of 


Southern Pacific's bureau of news 
in Los Angeles, who has returned 
from an inspection trip over the 
proposed route. The line, Mr. 
Sharpe says, opens a rich territory 
in Lane and Klamath counties, 
and affords a complete alternate 
route between Portiand and 


Eugene, via Klamath Falls and 
pointg south of Weed, Cal. 

Mr. Sharpe was told on his trip 
that Klamath Falls is the hub of 
the enterprising district comprising 
Southern Oregon, and is now rank- 
ing second in industrial activity in 
the State, having a pay roll esti- 
mated between $600,000 and $800,- 
000 a month, Lane county on the 
west side of the Cascade Moun- 
tains, and Kiamath county on the 
southeast contain extensive areas 
of timber; 93 per ceng of the Lane 
county supply running to Douglas 
fir, with some evidence of red 
cedar, incense cedar, sugar and 
white pine. 

“How important it is to the Pa- 
cific Coast States that a steady and 
continuous supply of forest prod- 
ucts come from the Oregon timber 
country may be judged from the 
fact that it requires one carload of 
bow shooks for every twelve car- 
loads of fresh fruit, vegetables or 
canned goods shipped by the rail- 
roads to the local or eastern mar- 
kets.”

Road Planned From Burbank 
to Owensmouth 
San Fernando Traffic Outlet 
is Soughe 
Association is Formed to 
‘ Push Project

VAN NUYS, Oct. 17.—A broad 
highway through the center of San 
Fernando, from Burbank to Ow- 
ensmouth, via Lankershim, Van 
Nuys and Reseda, was the project 
proposed at a meeting of valley 
citizens here. , 

A boulevard association was 
formed. By-laws were adopted ö 
which provide for officers and a 
board of directors of twenty-five, 
and a plan for raising a promotion 
fund of many thousands of dollars 
was agreed on. 

The proposed boulevard will be 
along the route of Leesdale street 
in Owensmouth, Reseda and Van 
Nuys, connecting with Seventh 
street in Lankershim and thence 
easterly through Sections 9 and 
10 to a junction with Main street 
in Burbank, via Main and Crescent 
street to a point on Riverside 
Drive, which will supply a choice 
of three entrances into Los Angeles, 
viz.: Los Road to Holly- 
wood, or via Glendale Boulevard 
or around Park to North 

way. 

ORNAMENTAL LIGHTIN 

According to tentative plans, this 
boulevard will conform to specifi- 
cations as laid out for Riverside 
Drive and will be a wide thorough- 
fare, cement paved, with orna- 
mental lighting system. It will 
have no abrupt curves, will be at 
water level, no hills, grades or rall- 
way crossing, and its course from 


reaches the hills of the western 
part of the valley, where it will 
gradually angle southward to Ven- 
tura Boulevard. 

More than two-thirds of its ap- 
proximate twenty-eight miles has 
been dedicated and the remainder 
of the route will be under grant of 
right of way in a comparatively 
few days.

Modern thugs have never led 
in picturesqueness the bandits of 
the old days who, whether 
in bands or singly, ex- 
hibited grim humor and * —

in the United States is Joaquin 
Muriem, the California bandit of 
the old gold dagm Black Bart, 
Tracey and Merrill, the —— 
gangs and the James and Younger 
boys at their worst were not as bad 
as Murieta.
